Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S1 12 



Claim 3 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as "being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention". The term "said front wall" was considered to lack 
antecedent basis, and it was suggested that this be changed to --said front panel- to 
conform to the language of head claim 1. This change appears above. 

It is believed that the above amendment removes all the issues remaining in the 
application and that it can now pass to issue.
